This William Cackley was a Viry 
prominent man in the history of the 
county. He was a captain in the 
war of 1812. Served several terms] 
in the legislature. He was sheriff of 
the county, But he later moved to 
Illinois and while he had a large 
number of children not many of his 
descendants live in this county. His 
daughter Leah married John Hog- 
sett and lived on Elk.

He had caught the name 
Cackley in some of these romances, 
and he identifies himself with them 
having been descended from a broth¬ 
er of Valentine Cackley.

His house 
was where Lanty McNeel lives and 
where the fort was. It was to this 
fort that the Bridger boys were 
brought when they had been shot to 
death by the Indians in Bridgers Gap 
three miles north of this P lace - 
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road as so many Insist that he wm 
about here In the elghtleior nineties 
I cannot be absolutely sure, but I 
think I remember him being at my 
Uncle Andy McLaughlin's on the 
Huntersville road somewhere about 
1890. I base this on the numerous 
reports that he showed up In this 
part of West Virginia, and on the 
strength ef my identification of a 
photograph of the days of his prime. 
If I recollect aright he was a huge 
young fellow lumbering along with a 
still hugher Englishman 

Here are some of the details of his 
American experience printed after he 
became England’s right hand man in 
the great war.
